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There is not enoug time between now and when Lil is ready to go to work for ma to do 
much of anything, so I'll continue with explanations and expositions. From i ay own 
experiences, which I think arc not duplicated by those of others of us (as, others have 
had experiences I have not had) , I knew as soon as I heard that lineup of Lattimer 
memberships that they fit a pattern.
